the 1923 hunting season, as submitted 
to the State Game Commission at liar. 
risburg. 
That reports of hunters in the South 
Mountains during the 
recent 
deer 
hunting season that the antlered ani­ 
mals were scarcer this year than last 
is borne out by Mr. Bushman’s re­ 
port. 
According to figures appear­ 
ing on the report, 159 deer were kill­ 
ed in Adams county during the sea­ 
son as compared w ith 182 last year. 
The total number of deer killed in 
Adams, Franklin, 
Cumberland and 
York counties during the December 
season is 662, according to Mr. Bush­ 
man, who procured his figures from 
the office of the State Game Com­ 
mission. 
Thia number is said to bo 
slightly higher than the number of 
dei r killed in the four counties last 
year. 
The number of deer shot in 
the counties other than Adams an*, 
York, I t; Cumberland, 300, and Frank­ 
lin, 189. 
Of the number of legal male deer 
killed in the recent year, 33 were 
spike bucks; 57, 2 pointers; 36, 3- 
j pointers and 33 had 4 ' points and 
larger, the report shows. 
Eight illegal male deer were shot by 
hunters in the county during the sea­ 
son, as compared with 6 last year. 
One less doe was shot this year than 
last ,the number killed this year be­ 
ing ten.

App rex im ately only half the num­ 
ber of rabbits shot in the county in 
1922 were bagged in the 1923 season 
for cottontails, according to the re­ 
port. 
In 1922, it is estimated by Mr. 
Bushman 
that 
29,680 
rabbits were 
shot, while in 1923. 
approximately 
15,000 fell. 
_ 
In 19i£J, it is estimated that 7,000 
squirrels were shot in the woods of 
the county, while in th© 1923 season 
the total number killed won approxi­ 
mately 1,000 less. 
Neither in 1922 nor' in 1923 was 
there a fatal shooting accident in 
Adams county, although In both years 
one hunter wa* accidentally shot, but 
not seriously wounded.

Following are the amounts approxi­ 
mate of other game killed In the 
county during the 1923 hunting sea­ 
son, according to Mr. Bushman’s fig­ 
ures : 
Raccoons, 300; wild turkeys, 3; ruff­ 
ed grouse, 260; ring-neck pheasants, 
300; Virginia quail, 1,000; woodcock, 
175; wild ducks and geese, 50; black­ 
birds, 2,001), and shore birds, DO.

Th© Japanese bet'tlc, which ha* in*

A Paris house owner has Jaat In­ 
vented an Ingenious method of mak­ 
ing his tenants his allies In the care 
and upkeep of the apartment house 
he owns. says the Washington Star. 
He bas offered a prise of two months’ 
rent for the beat-kept apartment and 
has made the tenants themselves a 
committee of Inspection and award. 
As a consequence his house Is now 
cleaned and polished frotp basement 
to 
garret,
